Gym Suits Out 


A letter to the Albany High 
School student newspaper, The 
Informer, from senior Marco 
Meniketti, in which he questioned 
why students must purchase 
their own gym suits, with low 
grades and threats of suspension 
for those who do not, sparked 
an inquiry to the County Legal 
Council, which brought about a 
reversal of 
continuing an “old (and unloved) 
Albany tradition,’ according to 
the school paper, 

According to the California 
Constitution (Article 9, Seetion 5) 
“students are entitled to a free 
education,’’ and aceording to 
AHS Principal Car] Couch, under 
this provision the school cannot 
require that students take a 
course and then make them buy 
specific clothing or equipment 
for that course.

Re: Parks & Recreation 

General Plan 
Gentlemen: 

As a resident of Albany for 46 
years I wish to urge approval of 
the Parks & Recreation General 
Plan as described in the open 
hearing May 4, 1972. The Plan 
does not involve any funding at 
this time and will serve to guide 
orderly development of specific 
items whenever funds are avail- 
able. 

Two matters, which are not in- 
cluded in the Plan, are quite sig- 
nificant, Discussion of the Plan 
in the open hearing revolved 
about Albany’s needs for recrea- 
tion, 

1. In view of the Albany Isles 
Plan, already adopted, which en- 
compasses 105 acres of purely 
recreational area, the needs of the 
City cannot be accurately as- 
sessed without including Albany 
Isles. I therefore urge the City 
Council to take whatever steps 
are appropriate to integrate Al 
bany Isles with the Parks & Rec- 
reation Plan. 


Those participating will get an 
advance look at the San Pablo 
Reservoir Recreation Area, which 
will be. opened next summer.

The U.S. Postal Service has re- 
ported that‘a mew streamlined in- 
surance system is speeding set- 
ucment of insured mai claims, 

The new system reduces the 
time required to process a claim 


eliminates the need to complete 
three separate forms. 

Mailers submitting claims 
should ask for the new form 


3812 (dated November, 1971)! 
from their post offices. 
Only one post office, instead | 


of two, will be involved in hand- 
ling most claims. The claimant— 
eltner mailer or addressee—will 
deal with his post office, show- 
ing a’ mailing receipt or the dam- 
aged package. 

The claimant will fill in the 
appropriate parts of the new 
Form 3812 which is then mailed 
directly to the other party for 
completion. The claim is then 
sent directly to the Postal Data 
Center in St. Louis for adjuca- 
tion, 

Under the old procedures, the 
claim was sent to a second post- 
master who asked his customer 
to complete the claim, usually in 
his office. 

Centralizing the adjudication of 
claims at one point will provide 
for more uniform interpretation 
of regulations and claim pay- 
ments. 

Up to $200.00 of insurance can 
be obtained for parcels mailed as 
“priority” mail (usually provid- 
ing air services), single piece 
third class mail (such as merch- 
andise samples) and parcel post 
(fourth class mad.
